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NINETEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE 

UNION  BENEVOLENT  ASSOCIATION. 


Presented  at  the  Annual  Meeting ,  held  on  Tuesday  Evening,  Oct.  15,  1850. 


Nineteen  years  have  elapsed  since  the  establishment  of  this 
Association,  and  in  view  of  the  good  which  in  that  time  it  has 
necessarily  accomplished,  the  Board,  with  no  disposition  to 
complain  of  the  extent  of  the  support  received,  cannot  but  ex¬ 
press  the  belief,  that  if  the  excellent  objects  of  the  Institution 
were  better  known,  it  would  meet  with  yet  greater  encourage¬ 
ment  at  the  hands  of  our  fellow  citizens. 

It  cannot,  in  their  annual  report,  be  out  of  place  for  the 
Board  to  state,  however  familiar  many  may  be  with  it,  the 
rule  which  guides  them  in  the  distribution  of  the  funds  com- 
mitted  to  them  ;  which  is,  to  give  with  discrimination,  and  at 
the  same  time  with  the  endeavor  to  elevate  the  moral  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  poor.  The  greatest  difficulty  the  charitable  en¬ 
counter,  is  to  know  when  and  how  to  give.  The  admirable 
machinery  of  our  Association,  which,  in  an  experience  of 
nearly  twenty  years,  has  worked  with  so  much  certainty  and 
satisfaction,  affords  the  best  despensing  power  to  those  who 
have  the  means  and  willingness  to  give,  without  the  leisure  to 
scrutinize  the  claims  of  the  applicant.  This  Association  as¬ 
sumes  all  that  responsibility,  and  is  willing  to  do  so  to  any 
extent  a  charitable  public  may  feel  disposed  to  permit.  It 
may  be  safely  said  that  there  is  no  Institution  better  calcula¬ 
ted  than  ouis,  to  effect  a  large  share  of  amelioration  and  im¬ 
provement  in  the  condition  of  the  poor.  For  as  there  is  no 
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individual  who  has  not  his  influence  for  better  or  worse,  how 
great,  therefore,  must  be  the  good  exerted  through  three  hun¬ 
dred  lady  visitors,  whose  pleasurable  and  self-denying  duty 
it  is  to  relieve,  as  well  as  to  console  and  elevate  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  poor. 

The  following  paragraphs  extracted  from  the  printed  in¬ 
structions  to  the  Visitors,  will  exhibit  the  general  spirit  of  our 
undertaking: 

“You  will  be  particular  to  encourage  habits  of  industry  and 
cleanliness,  both  of  houses  and  persons  among  the  poor.  En¬ 
deavor  to  make  them  sensible  of  the  absolute  importance  of 
employment,  and  aid  them  in  obtaining  it. 

“  Be  particularly  attentive  to  the  infirm  and  aged  ;  sympa¬ 
thize  with  the  widow,  and  have  compassion  on  the  fatherless  ; 
endeavoring  to  promote  the  general  good,  by  pointing  out  the 
advantages  of  education  ;  the  duty  of  religiously  observing 
the  Sabbath  day  ;  the  importance  of  attending  a  place  of  wor¬ 
ship,  and  the  value  of  the  sacred  Scriptures.”

The  sum  of  $1702  33  of  the  amount  of  $7220  45  received  by  the 


Treasurer,  was  collected  from  the  sales  of  coal,  to  purchase  which, 
in  many  instances,  assistance  was  rendered  by  the  visitors,  from  the 
funds  of  the  Association,  leaving  the  actual  amount  contributed,  for 
the  use  of  the  Association,  the  past  year,  $5518  12. 

The  Board  still  continue  in  the  opinion  that  the  use  of  coal 
is  more  economical  than  that  of  wood.  They  also  feel  grati¬ 
fied  in  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  the  sum  of  $1,230,  the 
amount  of  a  legacy  left  to  the  Association  by  the  late  Church- 
hill  Houston.  The  Board  has  to  announce  the  resignation  of 
Captain  Wm.  E.  Sherman, who,  since  the  establishment  of  the 
Association,  a  period  of  nineteen  years,  has  served  us  with  so 
much  fidelity,  and  who  has  always  had  the  prosperity  of  the 
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institution  deeply  at  heart.  The  kindest  wishes  of  the 
Board  attend  him. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  say  that  such  an  Association  as  this 
ought  not  to  be  compelled  to  urge  its  .claims  upon  the  benevo¬ 
lent.  A  community  so  charitable,  so  ready  to  discover  the 
merits  of  any  plan  submitted  to  it,  and  in  whose  midst  so 
many  noble  charities  for  the  relief  of  suffering  humanity  have 
been  endowed,  will  not,  we  are  sure,  permit  the  great  objects 
for  which  ours  was  established,  to  be  defeated  for  want  of  aid.

REPORT 

OF 

THE  LADIES’  BOARD  OE  MANAGERS, 

For  the  year  ending  9th  mo.,  (Sept.)  1849. 

From  the  monthly  Reports  of  our  Visiters  the  following  summa¬ 
ry  has  been  collected,  and  although  notasfull  as  we  could  desire, 
is  believed  to  embrace  the  substance  of  the  Reports.  In  some 
Districts,  much  more  labor  has  been  bestowed  than  reported, 
and  the  effects  of  it  are  manifested  in  the  improved  condi¬ 
tion  of  numerous  families.  And  if  the  professed  object  of  this 
Association  to  “remove  the  necessity  of  giving  alms,  by  teach¬ 
ing  the  poor  to  provide  for  themselves,”  has  been  attained, 
much  has  been  accomplished,  and  the  influence  thus  exerted 
carries  with  it  blessings  far  greater  and  more  enduring  than 
any  that  can  be  conferred,  in  the  temporary  relief  of 
suffering  by  the  bestowment  of  alms.  Nor  is  the  latter  duty 
to  be  wholly  lost  sight  of.  He  who  took  our  nature  upon 
Him,  and  became  “man  to  sympathise,”  failed  not,  when  oc¬ 
casion  required,  to  show  that  sympathy  by  acts  of  benevolence, 
as  when  He  commanded  that  “  the  multitude  should  not  be 
sent  away  fasting,  because  divers  of  them  came  from  far.” — 
He  also  declared  that  “the  poor  ye  have  always  with  you,  and 
whensoever  ye  will,  ye  may  do  them  good  thereby  plainly 
showing  that  the  opportunity  for  the  practice  of  benevolence, 
involved  a  participation  in  its  claims. 

Was  this  precept  felt  to  be  of  universal  obligation  by  those 
who  are  the  professed  followers  of  its  Divine  Author,  this 
Association  would  not  find  it  so  difficult  to  enlist  the  hearty 
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co-operation  of  devoted  Visiters.  Truly  the  field  is  large,  and 
the  laborers  comparatively  few.

A  Visiter  remarks  that  “sickness  and  the  inclemency  of  the 
weather,  has  much  increased  the  misery  of  the  indigent,  and 
those  who,  being  the  subjects  of  want,  are  bowed  under 
discouragements.  It  behoves  us  therefore  whom  a  kind 
Providence  has  bountifully  supplied  with  his  good  gifts 
and  furnished  with  health  sufficient  for  the  needful  efforts  in 
their  behalf,  rightly  to  consider  their  disadvantages.  We 
must  not  expect  buoyancy  of  spirits  in  the  hovel  where  hope 
but  rarely  enters,  or  neatness  where  neither  capacity  nor  ex¬ 
perience  are  sufficient  to  dictate  or  teach  the  proper  course. 
And  where  the  social  opportunities  are  not  of  a  character  to 
elevate  in  the  least  degree,  either  the  moral  or  spiritual  being, 
how  can  we  look  for  a  refinement  of  manners?”

The  Visiter  in  District  2d,  first  and  3d  sections,  has  been 
much  interested  in  some  aged  persons  residing  in  one 
house.  The  husband  of  one  is  blind,  and  the  other  lame. 
The  woman  residing  in  the  upper  room  was  sick,  and  had  no 
doubt  suffered  for  the  necessaries  of  life  ;  hut  had  too  much 
independence  to  ask  aid,  and  when  relieved,  expressed  a 
hope  that  she  would  be  able  to  work,  and  repay  the  kind¬ 
ness.

One  report  mentioned  “the  case  of  a  poor  woman  in  the  last 
stage  of  consumption,  when  the  Visiter  was  called  in  ;  and  as 
both  herself  and  family  were  in  a  very  destitute  and  helpless 
situation,  it  was  thought  better  to  employ  a  nurse.  She  had 
made  a  profession  of  religion  some  years  since,  and  was  quite 
aware  of  the  near  approach  of  death,  and  entirely  resigned  to 
the  will  of  her  Heavenly  Father,  and  we  believe  her  last  days 
were  rendered  much  more  comfortable,  by  the  care  and  good 
judgment  of  the  nurse  employed.”

Several  persons  have  been  induced  by  the  visiters  to  save 
small  sums  of  money  for  fuel. 

The  Secretary  says,  “that  through  the  pious  and  self-denying 
labors  of  the  visiters,  many  hearts  are  comforted,  and  the  sick 
and  sorrowing  relieved.  In  one  instance,  through  the  untiring 
exertions  of  a  visiter  in  the  9th  District,  a  whole  family 
consisting  of  seven  persons,  were  so  judiciously  aided,  that  pa¬ 
rents  and  children,  were  made  better  members  of  society.” 
Another  visiter  of  same  District,  removed  a  wife  from  her 
cruel  husband,  to  the  Hospital,  and  her  children  to  the 
‘  Children’s  Home.’  A  visiter  in  the  5th  District  has  had 
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the  painful  duty  of  ministering  to  the  temporal  and  spiritual 
sufferings  of  the  parents  of  the  unfortunate  young  R.,  who 

was  killed  in  an  altercation  with  W.,  of  - .  Through 

the  influence  of  this  Visitor,  and  her  extensive  acquaint¬ 
ance  in  - ,  the  mother  of  W - found  access  to  this 

sorely  bereaved  family,  and  not  only  manifested  the  most 
heart-felt  sympathy  for  their  loss,  but  compelled  them  to 
accept  pecuniary  aid,  to  a  handsome  amount.  The  mother  is 
rendered  imbecile,  to  a  great  extent,  and  the  father  is  sink¬ 
ing  into  the  grave,  in  the  last  stage  of  consumption — in  ex¬ 
treme  need — entreating  the  prayers  of  the  Visiter  that  his 
afflictions  may  be  sanctified.  Expended  from  U.  B.  A.

The  Visiter  of  the  11th  section,  reports  the  death  of  a 
woman  “  who  has  been  under  care  since  last  winter.  She 
wras  a  fortune  teller  by  profession, — a  most  miserable  charac¬ 
ter.  She  did  not  solicit  charity  from  the  Association  ;  the 
Visiter’s  attention  was  drawn  to  her,  from  having  left  a  tract  at 
her  door,  and  enquiring  if  she  could  read  1  not  knowing  any¬ 
thing  of  her  calling.  She  sat  with  her  some  time,  and  the 
woman  listened  with  earnestness  to  her,  and  asked  her  to  call 
again,  which  she  did.  Gn  leaving  the  place,  (for  house  it 
could  not  be  called,  as  it  had  not  even  a  door  on  a  hinge,  the 
Visiter  being  obliged  to  pick  up  the  door,  every  time  she  en- 
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tered  it,)  a  woman  told  her  that  her  character  would  be  'in 
danger,  by  staying  in  such  a  place,  as  the  woman  was  noto¬ 
riously  bad.  The  Visiter  persevered  in  her  visits,  as  the  wo¬ 
man  was  in  consumption,  though  able  to  be  about.  She  read 
to  her — spent  many  hours  in  religious  conversation,  and  had 
the  pleasure  of  seeing  her  reform  her  life,  though  so  near  its 
close  ;  and  when  she  died,  (which  was  in  August,)  she  left 
a  testimony  behind  her,  of  the  power  and  mercy  of  God,  to 
save  such  an  outcast.  Her  gratitude  to  the  Visiter,  for  her 
attention  seemed  to  know  no  bounds.  She  felt  that  she  had 
been  the  instrument  sent,  to  win  her  to  God.”

Of  the  latter  amount,  $9.71  cts.  was  contributed  by  a  be¬ 
nevolent  individual  towards  the  stock  of  a  grocery  store,  start¬ 
ed  by  a  poor  man,  who,  in  consequence  of  injuries  received 
on  the  Norristown  Railroad  about  three  years  since,  was  dis¬ 
abled  from  pursuing  his  regular  employment,  and  who  had  also 
been  induced  to  refrain  from  drinking.  Three  men  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  visiters  to  the  City  Gas  Works,  have  been  in 
consequence  thereof  furnished  with  employment.  50  orders 
given  on  Provident  Society;  20  orders  furnished  on  Western 
Soup  House  ;  several  women  admitted  to  Western  House  of 
employment ;  one  dollar  loaned  from  private  charity,  and  the 
same  amount  from  the  U.  B.  A.  ;  several  persons  aided  by 
the  Nurse  Society  ;  $5  collected  from  private  charity  to  enable 
a  family  to  remove  to  their  friends  in  Cincinnati. 

A  poor  woman  with  weak  eyes  was  much  benefited  by  ad¬ 
vice  and  medicine  from  “  Wills’  Hospital.”  One  visiter  re¬ 
ports  the  following,  viz  :  “  C.  S.  who  has  been  under  care  for 
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a  long  time,  informed  me  she  was  now  able  to  take  care  of 
herself  and  family,  desiring  only  a  recommendation  to  c  the 
Provident  Society’  for  work.”  “  Elizabeth  W.  a  worthy 
widow  woman,  with  small  children,  who,  by  the  sudden  death 
of  her  husband,  was  left  in  a  state  of  great  destitution,  and 
for  the  past  year  or  more,  obliged  to  call  upon  public  aid,  is 
now  in  a  condition  to  support  herself  and  little  children,  ask¬ 
ing  only  the  aid  of  a  soup-ticket  through  the  winter.”  The 
following  case  is  also  reported,  viz  :  l(  Rosanna  D.  a  worthy 
widow,  who,  from  sickness'and  inability  to  work,  was  brought 
to  a  state  of  trying  destitution,  was  helped  along  from  the 
funds  of  this  Association  until  she  is  now  able  to  take  care  of 
herself  and  children,  with  many  acknowledgements  for  the  aid 
rendered,  which  helped  to  raise  her  to  comparative  independ¬ 
ence.”  To  these  instances  we  might  add  several  others,  but 
the  following  will  suffice.  “  The  visiters  of  sec.  1,  District, 
No.  12,  became  much  interested  in  the  case  of  T  .  .  .  C  .  .  ., 
a  poor,  but  very  industrious  shoe-maker,  who  continued  at  his 
trade,  until  so  weak,  that  he  fell  from  the  bench  on  which  he 
worked.  The  head  of  the  family  being  thus  prostrated  by  dis¬ 
ease,  the  business  was  continued  by  the  wife  and  children, 
who  each  strove  to  contribute  their  share,  towards  the  general 
support.  The  eldest  boy,  about  ten  years  of  age,  took  his 
father’s  place  on  the  bench,  industriously  employed  in  closing 
shoes.  The  gratitude  of  the  father  for  attentions  shewn  his 
family,  was  excessive ;  and  sometimes  his  feelings  so  over¬ 
powered  him,  as  to  prevent  utterance,  while  it  was  felt  by  the 
visiters  a  privilege  to  be  able  to  contribute  in  any  way,  to¬ 
wards  his  comfort ;  although  from  the  nature  of  the  disease, 
(consumption)  little  could  be  done,  except  to  endeavor  to 
mitigate  his  sufferings  by  those  little  attentions,  so  acceptable 
to  the  sick ;  but  which  many  of  our  fellow  beings  are  de¬ 
prived  of.  Nor,  while  providing  for  the  poor  body,  were  the 
higher  interests  of  the  soul  lost  sight  of.  The  husband  and 
father,  who,  while  in  the  enjoyment  of  health  and  strength, 
had  been  too  unmindful  of  the  destiny  of  his  immortal  nature, 
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now  listened  with  interest  and  attention  to  portions  of  the 
sacred  volume,  with  the  contents  of  which,  strange  to  say,  he 
was  most  profoundly  ignorant.  He  seemed  to  be  aware  that 
the  great  work  had  been  neglected,  and  disposed  to  make  the 
best  of  the  time  remaining  to  him  ;  remarking  to  the  Visiter 
“  that  often  during  the  night,  when  his  family  were  sunk  into 
slumber,  were  his  thoughts  lifted  up  in  prayer  to  his  Heaven¬ 
ly  Father,  of  whom  he  had  endeavored  to  seek  forgiveness,” 
adding,  “  that  his  views  in  relation  to  these  things  had  under¬ 
gone  a  change  ;  that  he  no  longer  looked  to  man,  but  ‘  to  the 
one  Mediator  between  God  and  man.’  ”  He  was  favored 
with  the  visits  of  kind  and  sympathizing  friends,  in  whose 
society  he  evinced  much  pleasure.  Considerable  aid  was 
also  afforded  the  family,  by  those  whom  the  Visiters  interested 
in  their  situation.  Fifty  cents  per  month  is  contributed  by 
two  individuals  towards  paying  his  widow’s  rent,  she  being 
left  with  four  children  to  support. 

During  the  absence  of  our  Visiters  from  the  city  tbe  past 
summer,  the  Secretary  was  called  to  visit  a  poor  woman  on  her 
dying  bed,  in  a  state  of  great  destitution ;  and  from 
the  window  of  her  chamber  could  be  seen  the  ruins  of  the 
house,  from  which  she  had  escaped,  with  her  twro  children, 
while  it  was  in  flames,  about  five  months  since  ;  they  lost 
nearly  all  ;  the  husband  absent  at  the  time.  From  the  effects 
of  this  fright  it  is  thought  the  poor  wife  never  recovered  ;  her 
sickness,  which  was  a  fever  affecting  the  brain,  carrying  her 
off' in  about  two  wTeeks.  She  had  but  few  lucid  intervals,  and 
whenever  a  little  conscious,  would  express  her  gratitude  to 
those  who  were  endeavoring  to  mitigate  her  sufferings.  The 
husband,  a  pattern  of  devoted  attention  to  his  wife,  was  so 
worn  with  watching  and  anxiety,  that  it  was  deemed  advisable 
by  the  Visiter  to  procure  a  nurse  for  her.  Through  the  kind¬ 
ness  of  some  benevolent  individuals,  the  sum  of  $5.50  cents 
was  obtained  for  the  use  of  this  family.  Two  dollars  were  con- 
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tributed  by  “  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor,”  towards  burying  the 
poor  woman  ;  besides  two  orders  for  groceries,  and  fifty  cents 
in  cash  previously  furnished.  Her  infant  child  survived  her 
about  a  week;  it  was  buried  by  the  Guardians.  The  father 
was  then  taken  sick,  and  obliged  to  go  to  the  alms  house  ; 
this  the  Visitors  regretted;  but  he  had  no  friends,  and  it  was 
the  only  alternative.  He  remained  there  but  a  few  days,  and 
hopes  to  get  employment  at  the  Philadelphia  Gas  works,  a 
recommendation  having  been  furnished  him  therefor.

sat  by  the  same  fire  ;  2  a  ton  of  coal  wjas  given  and  a  stove 
loaned  them.  Another  Visiter  reports  the  case  of  a  female  78 
years  of  age,  who  was  for  39  years  a  nurse  in  the  Hospital. 
Her  earnings  had  been  place  in  a  bank  which  became  bank¬ 
rupt.  She  lost  all,  and  is  now  compelled  to  ask  charity.  The 
following  is  extracted  from  one  of  the  reports,  viz  ;  the  Visiters 
of  section  3d  have  been  requested  to  visit  a  family  by  the 

name  of  N - - ;  they  have  not  complied  wuth  the  request, 

as  they  have  known  them  for  the  last  four  years  to  be  a  worth¬ 
less  family.  It  would  be  well  if  the  boy  who  is  going  from 
door  to  door,  begging,  could  be  taken  from  them,  and  better 
provided  for ;  he  is  eight  or  nine  years  of  age,  and  says  he  can¬ 
not  read.

Some  interesting  intelligence  has,  from  time  to  time,  accom¬ 
panied  the  toregoing  items.  In  the  following  remark,  of  one 
of  the  Visiters,  there  is  encouragement  :  “  It  gives  me  plea¬ 
sure,”  says  she,  “  lo  notice  that  there  is  more  provision  made 
by  the  poor,  whom  I  visit,  as  regards  fuel  for  winter.  I  have 
received  from  them  six  dollars.  One  poor  woman  with  a 
husband  and  five  children  to  support,  has  deposited  two  dol¬ 
lars.”  Other  reports  speak  of  happy  deaths.  A  Visiter  says, 
“  I  mentioned  in  my  last  report,  a  poor  man,  who  was  very  ill. 
He  is  since  deceased,  and  although  he  suffered  greatly  until  a 
few  hours  before  his  death,  he  bore  it  all  without  a  murmur, 
and  departed  in  the  full  hope  of  a  glorious  immortality  !  He 
was  very  grateful  for  what  had  been  done  for  him,  which  fully 
repaid  me  for  all  the  trouble  I  had.”  Another  Visiter  men¬ 
tions  the  death  of  an  interesting  little  girl,  whom  she  had 
charge  of,  and  who  was  a  great  sufferer.  She  had  been  sick 
seven  years.  The  Visiter,  who  last  saw  her,  near  her  close, 
and  when  unable  to  speak,  though  very  calm,  says  “she  had 
previously  remarked  to  a  friend,  who  called  to  see  her,  and 
found  her  in  a  happy  frame  of  mind,  that  when  the  Lord  saw 
fit  to  take  her,  she  was  ready  to  die,  not  that  she  might  escape 
from  pain,  but  that  she  might  be  free  from  sin.”  The  child¬ 
ren  of  the  Front  St.  Public  School  were  very  kind  to  her,  gave 
her  many  comforts,  and  when  she  was  gone,  raised  among  their 
number,  $5  towards  burying  her.

One  of  the  Visiters  reports  “  the  death  of  a  poor  woman, 
who  has  been  under  her  care  since  last  July,  sick  with  con¬ 
sumption.  She  expressed  thankfulness  for  the  aid  she  had 
received  from  this  Association.  She  was  visited  by  “  the  city 
Missionary,”  and  gave  good  evidence,  that  a  saving  change 
had  taken  place  ;  and  died  rejoicing  in  her  Saviour. 

A  Visiter  reports  another  interesting  case,  of  a  widow  and 
three  children,  one  of  them  an  infant  three  weeks  old,  who 
were  found  almost  in  a  state  of  starvation  ;  the  mother  sick 
with  consumption,  and  unable  to  attend  to  any  thing.  The 
eldest  child,  a  boy  7  years  of  age,  lame.  Means  are  being 
taken  to  have  him  admitted  into  the  Penn.  Hospital.  The 
other,  a  boy  of  5  years,  has  been  kindly  admitted  into  “  the 
Childrens’  Home.”  The  mother  has  been  relieved  for  the 
present  by  the  Visiter,  and  every  thing  will  be  done  to  render 
her  situation  more  comfortable. 

A  note  was  received  by  one  of  our  Visiters,  asking  her  “  to 
visit  a  destitute  family  who  stated  that  they  lived  in  Spaflord 
street.  She  complied  with  the  request,  but  could  find  no  such 
person.  Upon  inquiring,  however,  ascertained  tiiat  they  re¬ 
sided  in  Bedford  st.,  at  a  tavern  :  that  they  were  impostors, 
and  preferred  begging  to  work.”  Another  Visiter  reports  . 
“  your  Visiter  was  called  to  a  family  by  the  name  of  W.  ;  two 
daughters  were  sick  and  a  son  blind;  the  mother  unable  to 
obtain  employment ;  they  were  relieved  by  the  Visiters  at  the 
time,  who  then  called  upon  Mr.  Smith  the  Missionary,  and 
stated  the  wants  of  the  family.  He  procured  them  a  stove,  a 
ton  of  coal,  and  groceries  to  the  amount  of  $4.00.  They  have 
some  employment,  and  are  now  comfortable.” 

The  Visiters  report  “a  great  deal  of  sickness  in  their  dis¬ 
tricts  :  scarlet  fever  and  small  pox,  which  they  are  unable  to 
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relieve  for  want  of  means.  They  have  learned  with  pleasure, 
that  the  doors  of‘  the  Childrens’  Home,’  are  now  open  for  the 
reception  of  destitute  children,  five  having  been  admitted 
since  our  last  meeting.  A  Visiter  reports  the  death  of  a  young 
man  who  has  been  under  her  care,  for  the  last  18  months; 
his  suffering  was  severe,  and  he  gradually  declined.  During 
this  period  he  was  favored  to  experience  an  humble  confidence 
in  Divine  Mercy.  He  awaited  his  final  change  with  calm 
resignation,  and  we  trust  has  been  permitted  to  enter  a  man= 
sion  of  rest. 


REPORT  OF  STORE  COMMITTEE, 

For  1849-50. 

The  Committee  charged  with  “  the  Working  department” 
of  the  Union  Benevolent  Association,  report, 

That  they  have  given  particular  attention  to  the  objects  of 
their  appointment,  and  during  the  past  year,  they  have  fur¬ 
nished  constant  employment  to  33  women,  on  an  average, 
who  have  completed  4,385  garments.  Of  this  number  3,275 
were  cut  to  order — and  1,107  for  the  Store — 1,217  have  been 
sold.  Also  79  prs.  of  gloves  cleaned — and  22  women  fur¬ 
nished  with  situations. 

The  Committee  have  visited,  and  endeavored  carefully  to 
investigate  the  circumstances  of  the  women  in  their  employ¬ 
ment  ;  and  while  their  endeavor  has  been  as  far  as  prac¬ 
ticable,  to  avoid  giving  work  to  young  persons,  or  to  those 
whose  husbands  are  earning  a  sufficiency  for  the  support  of 
their  families,  they  believe  those  at  present  employed  to 
possess  peculiar  claims,  as  the  following  instances  will  serve 
to  show.  A  widow  with  4  grown  daughters,  whose  husband’s 
affairs  becoming  embarrassed  and  his  death  ensuing,  the 
family  were  plunged  from  affluence  to  poverty — and  although 
well  educated  and  accustomed  to  the  refinements  of  life,  have 
been  enabled  to  bring  their  minds  to  their  circumstances  ;  and 
gratefully  receive  employment  from  the  store  of  this  Associ¬ 
ation.  Two  of  our  workers  have  husbands  in  the  Insane  Hos¬ 
pital,  and  families  of  children  to  support.  One  has  a  super¬ 
annuated  mother  dependent  on  her..  Another  has  been  aban¬ 
doned  by  her  husband,  a  worthless  gambler  :  leaving  her  with 
4  sickly  children  to  support — which  she  contrives  to  do,  wuth 
the  employment  furnished  her  from  our  store.  When  first 
discovered,  she  was  making  shirts  for  the  shops,  with  40 
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plaits  in  the  bosom  for  $2,00  per  doz.  !  The  unfeeling  hus¬ 
band,  recently  took  a  considerable  amount  of  her  hard  earned 
savings.  To  these  might  be  added  other  incidents,  of  a 
striking  character,  connected  with  the  history  of  others  in 
our  employment,  but  the  present  limits  forbid. 

The  thanks  of  “  the  Store  Committee”  are  especially  due 
to  Capt.  Sherman,  for  the  voluntary  and  faithful  discharge 
for  the  last  ten  years,  of  the  duties  of  Treasurer,  to  this  de¬ 
partment  ;  and  now  that  he  is  about  to  retire  from  active 
duties,  we  trust,  that  his  faithful  services  will  yield  him  peace¬ 
ful  retrospection. 

Our  thanks  are  also  due  to  our  customers  and  friends  for 
the  liberal  patronage  bestowed  on  us,  through  the  past  year, 
and  hope  by  an  increase  thereof  we  shall  be  enabled  to  bene¬ 
fit  an  increasing  number  of  worthy  and  respectable  poor. 

Our  Storekeeper  and  her  assistant,  continue  to  give  entire 
satisfaction  to  the  Committee  having  discharged  their  duties 
for  their  past  year  with  the  utmost  fidelity. 

We  would  congratulate  the  Association  upon  the  present 
very  prosperous  condition  of  this  department  of  their  labor, 
as  will  be  seen  by  the  Treasurer’s  Report  herewith  subjoined, 
The  amount  of  stock  on  hand  is  not  quite  so  great  as  last 
year,  in  consequence  of  the  Committee  having  authorized 
their  Treasurer  to  pay  off  the  debt  of  $  300  due  our  former 
Store-keeper,  which  has  been  accomplished.  The  Treasurer’s 
Report  is  as  follows  viz:

As  the  primary  object  in  the  establishment  of  “  the  Sewing 
Branch”  was  to  afford  employment  and  a  fair  remuneration 
to  the  industrious  poor,  principally  widows ;  and  the  subject 
of  the  low  prices  paid  to  tailoresses  having  been  brought  before 
the  ladies  composing  “  the  Central  Board,”  by  the  presenta¬ 
tion  of  a  touching  memorial  signed  by  a  number  of  Tailoresses 
setting  forth  their  wrongs,  in  the  low  prices  paid  for  their 
labor,  it  claimed  the  attention  and  sympathy  of  the  gen¬ 
tlemen  who  compose  “  the  Executive  Board,”  and  it  was 
concluded  by  them,  that  should  the  “  ladies  of  the  Central 
Board”  deem  it  advisable  to  furnish  employment  to  this  class 
of  sewers,  the  amount  of  funds  needed  to  make  the  attempt 
would  be  furnished  by  “  the  Executive  Board.” 

It  was  accordingly  resolved  to  make  the  experiment,  and 
on  the  25th  of  2nd  mo.  (Feb.)  last,  work  was  given  out  to 
seven  women — their  number  steadily  increased  until  it 
amounted  to  twenty.  But  in  consequence  of  the  small 
demand  for  the  articles  manufactured,  it  was  deemed  advisa¬ 
ble  to  discontinue  giving  out  the  work  after  the  month  of

INSTRUCTIONS  TO  VISITORS. 


With  a  view  to  promote  a  uniformity  of  action  consistent  with  the 
original  design  and  present  responsible  duties  of  this  Association,  the 
following  instructions  to  Visitors  are  respectfully  submitted  by  the 
Ladies’  Board  of  Managers,  convened  1st  month  2d,  1842. 

ARTICLE.  I. 

You  will  confine  yourselves  exclusively  to  the  particular  Section 
appointed  you,  visiting  the  families  thereof  once  in  two  weeks,  (if 
practicable,)  and  as  much  oftener  as  circumstances  may  seem  to  re¬ 
quire,  with  the  view'  of  promoting  their  improvement— a  report  of 
which  should  be  rendered,  in  writing,  once  a  month,  at  the  District 
meeting  to  which  you  belong.  In  case  of  inability  to  perform  your 
regular  duties,  call  in  the  aid  of  the  District  Committee. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Endeavour  to  ascertain  the  number  of  families  requiring  aid,  and  the 
the  individuals  composing  them;  their  means  of  subsistence,  the  amount 
of  rents  paid,  the  period  of  their  residence  in  the  District ;  the  ages  of 
their  children,  and  whether  they  attend  school;  making  it  your  pri¬ 
mary  object  to  secure  their  confidence,  by  conducting  yourselves  to¬ 
wards  them  in  such  a  manner  as  to  prove  that  you  are  actuated  by 
motives  of  benevolence,  and  have  their  welfare  in  view. 

ARTICLE  III. 

You  will  be  particular  to  encourage  habits  of  industry  and  cleanliness, 
both  of  houses  and  persons,  amongst  the  poor.  Endeavour  to  make 
them  sensible  of  the  absolute  importance  of  employment,  and  aid  them 
in  obtaining  it.  Cherish  a  spirit  of  independence,  pointing  out  to  them 
the  advantage  of  Fuel  Saving  Funds  and  other  beneficial  institutions, 
encouraging  weekly  deposits  for  rent  and  other  purposes. 

ARTICLE  IY. 

It  is  needful  to  bear  in  mind  the  prevalence  of  imposture,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  frequency  of  your  visits  will  greatly  facilitate 
its  detection.  Whilst,  therefore,  avoiding  every  appearance  of  harsh¬ 
ness,  or  want  of  feeling  for  the  misery  w'hich  attracts  your  notice,  u_se 
every  precaution  to  guard  against  the  misapplication  of  charitable  aid, 
to  objects  of  pretended  distress,  or  those  who  may  be  receiving  ade¬ 
quate  relief  from  other  sources. 

ARTICLE  V. 

In  case  of  the  removal  of  a  family  into  jnrar  Section  who  may  solicit 
aid,  it  is  recommended  that  you  should  call  upon  the  Visitor  in  whose 
Section  they  have  formerly  resided,  for  information  respecting  them  : 
but  in  no  case  communicate  to  them  the  names  of  individuals  who  may 
have  informed  you  respecting  their  habits,  circumstancee,  &c.

ARTICLE  VI. 

Where  yon  meet  with  sickness  and  want,  you  will  enquire,  whether 
there  is  any  medical  or  other  attendance;  whether  relief  is  afforded  by 
any  Religious  or  Charitable  Society,  and  what  assistance  is  needed. 
Provide  yourself  with  information  respecting  the  nearest  Dispensary, 
and  when  practicable,  draw  upon  existing  charitable  societies  for  their 
aid — a  list  of  which  may  be  procured  at  the  office  of  this  Association. 
Where  it  can  be  done  with  equal  advantage,  provide  the  articles  needed, 
in  preference  to  giving  money;  and  be  careful  to  render  an  account  of 
all  expenditures  to  your  Secretary  ;  no  Visitor  neglecting  this  duty, 
being  entitled  to  draw  upon  the  funds  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

Be  particularly  attentive  to  the  infirm  and  aged.  Sympathise  with 
the  widow,  and  have  compassion  on  the  fatherless,  endeavoring  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  general  good,  by  pointing  out  the  advantages  of  education,  the 
duty  of  religiously  observing  the  Sabbath  day — the  importance  of  at¬ 
tending  a  place  of  worship,  and  the  value  of  the  sacred  Scriptures. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

It  is  generally  desirable  that  Visitorsgo  two  togetherin  theirSections, 
especially  amongst  families  not  heretofore  under  care.  In  cases  of  any 
difficulty, 'consult  the  judgment  of  an  experienced  Visitor,  thus  avoiding 
the  censure  of  the  public,  and  the  reproaches  of  the  undeserving  poor, 

ARTICLE  IX, 

Use  every  exertion  in  your  power  to  advance  the  cause  of  Tempe¬ 
rance,  by  imparting  judicious  advice,  and  the  circulation  of  tracts  and 
other  useful  publications  on  the  subject. 

ARTICLE  X. 

No  Visitor  is  authorized  to  make  public  collections  on  behalf  of  the 
Association,  though  at  all  times  privileged  to  solicit  from  private  char¬ 
ity  contributions  for  interesting  cases  under  care. 

ARTICLE  XI, 

Neglect  not  your  Sections  in  the  summer  sea-son,  but  visit  them  as 
faithfully  as  in  the  wnnter,  urging  the  necessity  of  deposits  for  fuel, 
rent,  &c.,  thereby  making  yourselves  better  acquainted  with  the  habits 
and  occupation  of  those  under  your  immediate  notice. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Provide  yourself  with  a  blank  schedule,  which  you  will  fillup,  and 
accompany  with  a  notice  of  any  particular  circumstance  tending  to  il¬ 
lustrate  character,  evince  improvement,  or  call  for  particular  advice; 
with  such  observations  on  the  state  of  your  Sections  as  maybe  useful. 
Record  the  names  of  those  you  visit,  and  the  relief  afforded  them. 
Upon  your  resignation,  hand  it  over  to  the  Visitor  who  may  succeed, 
you,  with  such  remarks  as  may  be  considered  necessary.
